LOGAL FOREST 


Report For Fiscal Year Shows 
Greater Use For Recreation 
Than Ever Before, Says Show 


“Outdoor recreation in the national 
forests of California is in greater de- 
maid today than ever before,” accord- 
ing to statement of Federal Forester 
S. B. Show, chief of the California Re- 
gion, U. S. Forest Service. Travel fig- 
ures to the eighteenth national forests 
of the state for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1937, showed a total of 4,- 
217,000 individual visits to these great | 
mountain playgrounds, an increase of | 
more than 400,000 over the previous 
record during 1932-33, Show said. He’ 
added that this year’s figure includes 
repeated counts of many visitors who 
returned to the mountains on severai 
occasions. 

The four national forests in South- 
ern California accounted for more 
than two and one-half million visitors; 
the Angeles leading with a total of one 
million, followed by the San Bernar- 
dino with 773,000 visitors, Cleveland 
207,000 and Los Padres 121,000. 


The most popular recreation area in 
Northern California was the Tahoe 
National Forest with 359,000 visitors, 
followed by the Sierra with 178,000, El- 
dorado 172,000, Sequoia 153,000, and 
Shasta 145,000. 


Classification of all visitors to the 
national forests of the California re- 
gion showed nearly two million pick- 
nickers, a million campers, 675,000 ho- 
tel and resort guests and 450,000 sum- 
mer home permittees and their fam- 
ilies and friends. 


Fishing was the most popular out- 
door sport and accounted for 610,000 
visitors. Winter sports was a close sec- 
ond with 545,000 enthusiasts, and hun- 
ters numbered 330,000. 

The above figures are for actual 
users of the national forests only, and 
do not include the large number of 
people who travel through these moun- 
tain reservations on business or to en- 
joy the scenery. 


The record travel for the year was’ 
on the Labor Day week-end in the 
Angeles and San Bernardino National 
Forests, where a total of 267,000 visitors 
were checked into these great moun- 
tain playgrounds. 

The forest service is now making a 
comprehensive survey of the recre- 
ational resources of the national for- 
ests in region five, which includes the 
State of California and southwestern 
Nevada. The data being collected in 
the field includes the classification of 
all lands within national forest bound- 
aries from the standpoints of recrea- 
tional use and possibilities, and an in- 
ventory of recreational developments, 
including estimated costs for con- 
struction and maintenance. Estimates 
also will be made in the carrying ca- 
pacity of all existing and proposed de- 
velopments for human use, and th2 
whole incorporated into a comprehen- 
sive report on forest recreation.

This would give Japan rich Shantung 
province, a buffer between the north- 
ern and Shanghai fronts and if the 
juncture were effected would cut off 
all Chinese troops between the Tient- 
sin-+Pukow railroad and the sea.

British Inventor Perfects 
Device To Suspend “Mines” 
As Defense In Air 


SWANSEA, Eng. (lP—Behind an elec- 
trified iron fence guarded by a notice 
which warns “Keep Out,” a lonely 
building set amid a thousand acres of 
desolate Welsh mountain-land, houses 
a remarkable invention which, it is 
said, can make Great Britain safe from 
aerial attack. 


It is a rocket aerial torpedo which 
discharges parachutes bearing steel 
wires, to the ends of which bombs are 
attached. The aim of the invention is 
to lay an “aerial minefield” for raiding 
aircraft. 

Full details of the device have been 
revealed by the inventor, Harry Grin- 
dell-Matthews. He believes that the 
use of anti-aircraft guns will be futile 
against the bombing machines of the 
future that will choose their own time, 
fly in cloud-layers high above the 
earth, and use instruments to tell them 
the position of their objective. 

To counter this, he has invented a 
rocket or aerial-torpedo which, using 
a special fuel, will attain an altituce 
of 32,000 feet in a few seconds. At this 
height the rocket will discharge 20 or 
more parachutes to which timed bomts 
are attached by high-tensile stecl wires.

The Agriculture Research 
Department of Queen’s University, Bel- 
fast, said the disease was caused by an 
organism known as “Botrythis Ellip- 
tica.” 

Ardent Orangemen are energetically 
experimenting with various types of 
plant-spraying to ensure defeating the 
disease before the “Great Twelfth” next 
year.

National Observance Shared 
By City; Clean-Up Of Hazards 
Urged By City Marshal 


The week beginning Sunday, October 


\3, is National Fire Prevention Week 


and Placerville will share in the ob- 


; servance with the Volunteer Fire De- 


partment leading the way and sup- 
ported by leading merchants and this 


| newspaper. 


While Fire Chief Mark Tetrault re- 
ports a total of forty fires in the com- 
munity during the past year, City Mar- 
shal James P. Morton urges upon res- 
idents, in observance of the week, the 
advisability of cleaning up around 


| their homes to the end that fire haz- 


ards may be removed before stoves and 
furnaces are lighted for the winter 
months. 


A full-page advertisement appearing 
in this issue gives other fire-preven- 
tion information with an explanation 
of how to place a call for the fire de- 
partment. 


Chief Tetrault reports that there 
have been an average of forty fires in 
the community for the past several 
years. These resulted in losses in vary- 
ing amounts. Most serious fires of the 
past year were at the Ellis Venne- 
witz home, the Placerville Bakery and 
Kelly warehouse, and the St. Francis 
hotel building. 

The fire chief states for the infor- 
mation of property owners that there 
is a man on duty at night at the fire 
house, but there is not a man on duty 
Curing daylight hours. However, there 
are members of the department near 
enough at hand, that some of them 
can be in the fire house within sixty- 
seconds after an alarm sounds. 

The telephone number at the fire 
house is 299 and the number should 
not be used for any purpose other 
than to report a fire. 

When a call for number 299 is re- 
ceived at the telephone office, the siren 
is sounded and, by an electrical ar- 
rangement, the doors of the firehouse 
are opened preparatory to departure of 
the trucks. 

Those who report alarms at night 
will find that the man on duty will 
answer promptly. 

Those who report fires during day- 
light hours will find it necessary to 
hold the wire for a few seconds to 
wait for the fireman to reach the tele- 
phone. 

“I think it is a fine thing to cele- 
brate National Fire Prevention week by 
removing fire hazards.” Marshal Mor- 
ton said. “When such hazards become 
a public nuisance, their removal can be 
demanded by the city. 

“Unless they are a public nuisance, 
it is solely a question of whether the 
property owner wishes to remove them 
and all of those who are interested in 
preventing fires will agree that the 
hazards should be removed.

Keep chimneys and heating system 
clean and in perfect working 
condition. 

Don’t let oily rags or dry waste accum- 
ulate in piles or in corners. 

Always be sure a burning match or 
cigarette is out before dropping it.
